Real!\ I havt* almost 
daily thought of the host m friends 
whom 1 left in the far away home 
land, so you will not tak<* this de- 
lay in writing as a sign of forget­ 
ting, but tlu* c a l l s of tintv (-olio* 
faster as one gets more and more 
into their lit** work.
